HE Parliament of Paris having taken 

upon them fome time ago,to examine the 

Pretenfions of the Durchefs of Nemours 

and the Prince of Conti, to the Princi- 

pality of Neufchattel, and given Sen- 
tence in favour of the latter ; The Cantons of Bern, 
Lucern, Friburg, and Soluthurn, Allies and Pro- 
rectors of that Principality, not long fince caus‘d a 
Reprefentation to be made to the French Ambaf- 
fador refiding at Soluthurn, that the Principality in 
Queftion is not under the Jurisdiction of France, and 
that therefore the Sentence given at Paris is no Force ; 
but the King of France fhewing no regard to this 
Reprefentation, the feveral Communities of Neuf- 
chattel have thought fit to make the following Act of 
Union, Affociation, and Proteftation. 


‘ We the Corporations and Communities under- 
being fenlible how far Union and a good 
‘ Underftanding among the Members of a State con- 
‘ tribute to its Happinefs and Welfare,Declare unani- 
‘ moufly, That we perfift in the General Affociation 
* made a us on the 24th of April 1699. which we 
‘ confirm, in a ferrled Refolution to continue always 
* United to oppofe all that may obftruct the End for 
‘which it was made. And whereas, fince the 
‘making of it, feveral Proceedings Abroad have 
‘ tended to obftruft the faid End ; and Actions have 
been pretended to be tried in 
* lating to the Revenues and other Affairs that incon- 
‘ teftibly appertain to this Soveraignty, and were 
‘ formerly adjudg’d in the Soveraign Decifion of the 
* Supream Tribunal of the three Eftates on the 8th 
‘of March 1694. when the Inveftiture was given in 
‘ favour of her moft Serene Highnefs the Dutchefs of 
‘Nemours, our Soveraign Princefs ; fothat it is to 
‘ be apprehended Ce may be drawn from 
* the {aid Proceedings of Forreign Tribunals in Pre- 
‘ judice of the Soveraignty and Independancy of this 
* State ; we think our felves indifpenfibly. oblig’d 
* publickly to make (as we do by this prefent Act,) 
‘ our Proteftations, in the beft Form poffible, againft 
* all that has already or thall hereafter be done, (by 
‘ whomfoever, in whatfoever Place, and on whatfo- 
‘ever Pretence;) in Prejudice, as well of the’ So- 
‘ veraign Decifion above-mention’d, and of the Law- 
“ful Authority and Liberty of the faid Supream 
* Tribunal, as of the Rights of the Soveraignty in 
‘General, and of the Fundamental Laws and Con- 
* ftitutions of the fame; as alfo of the Rights and 
* Franchifes of all the Communities whereof it is 
* compos’d. 
* Promifing faithfully, and ingaging our Selves, by 
‘ this prefent Act, to Aid and Aifift one another mu- 
‘tually, to Maintain and Execute the Refolution 
‘ abovemention’d ; and to that purpofe, to employ 
“ our uumoft Force, each as far as he is able, to pre- 
* vent and hinder, by the moft proper and effectual 
* Methods, all that may be obftructive to the Defign

and even in this Caufe, if Occafion be, to expofe 
: our Bodies, Lives, and Eftates, without ever aban- 
* doning each other: So that thofe who hereafter 
* fhall contravene this prefent Act of Affociation, fhall 
* be look’d upon as Difturbers of the Publick Peace. 

© After the prefent AGt was drawn up conformably 
‘ to the Unanimous Advice of the Deputies of the 
* Corporations and Communities affembled at Neuf 
* chattel on the 21ft of March 1703. it was after- 
‘ wards communicated by them to the particular 
‘ Affemblies of each Corporation and Community ; 
* who, after a free and mature Deliberation,approv'd 
* of it, and authoriz’d their Deputies to Sub{cribe it 
‘ in their Names; which, was done accordingly at 
* Neufchattel, in prefence of the Governour and 
* Council of State on the 29th of March.Then it was 
* Approv’d by the Governour and Council of State, 


* and Sign’d by their Secretary. As alfo by the Dean - 


* and Secretary of the Community of Paftors and 
* Minifters in theis Names: And by all the Deputies 


‘ of the other Corporations of the City and State of 
* Neufchattel.

.Warfaw, April9. The King of Sweden has taken 
up his Quarters at Prag, on the other fide of the 

iftula, over againft this City. On the 4th of this 
Month, the Cardinal Primate accompanied by the 
Great Treafurer of Lithuania, Brother of Prince Sae 

icha, had a long Conference at Villaiova, with 
His Swedith Majefty, in Prefence of Count Piper his 
Chief Minifter, the Sieur Waflaager Councellor of 
Stare, and a Secretary. The Cardinal Primate 
endeavour’d to difpofe him to Peace, and preft 
him to confent to it, with the ftrongeft Arguments 
he could. The King anfwer’d him, that he always 
defign’d to maintain a good Correfpondence with 
the Republick, bur that he could not take any Re- 
folution, nor give Audience to the Minifters of For- 
reign Potentates, till the Affembly at Marienburg is 
broken up. We are the lefs furpriz’d at this Anfwer, 


becaufe it was fuppos’d the King of Sweden would - 


not hearken to any Propofitions while the King of 
Poland and his Council are wholly intent on con- 
triving how to carry on the War, and while the 
Lithuanians perfift in their Demands that the Houfe 
of Sapieha be depriv’d of their Offices. Thus the 
Affairs of this Kingdom are like to continue in an 
uncertain Condition, till the Succefs of the Affembly 
at Marienburg be known, | 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated May 3. 
Ratubon, April23. The Roman Catholick De- 
uties have recommended to thofe of the Evangelical 
‘Body to endeavour to difpofe the Duke of Zell to 
evacuate Hildefheim by the :2th of May, that 


. the Diet of the Empire may not be conftrain’d to 


make ufe of other means: Which being reprefented 
to the Deputy of Zell, he affur'd them that his Ele- 
ctoral Highnefs intended to withdraw his Trooops 
out of that City, as foon as the Difturbances, rais'd 
by the different Factions, are compos’d, and things 
reftor’d to their former State. The Diet oe 
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fir'd a General Pafs of the Elector of Bavaria for 
removing in Safety from this City, His Electoral 
Highnefs wrote a Letter from Schardingen on the 
19th to the Emperor's chief Commiffioner, in which 
he acquaints him, That he is able enough to protect 
the Diet from any Violence they may apprehend ; 
that at the fame time he has no other thoughts than 
of grantig the General Pals they defire, provided 
the Emperor and the Diet firft give an Affurance 
that his Envoy may fafely remove with them.
